loud rejoicings, that the Frerich garrison thought proper to re- 
treat by.the gare called del Soccorso. Next day 3 Senate of 
Florence took-upon them the old government, in name of the 
Grand Duke, sent couriers to the insurgents at Arezzo, and se- 
veral cities in Tuscany, to apprize them of the counter revo- 
lation which had taken place through the greatest part of Tus- 
cany. Four deputies were sent to General Klenau, at Bolog- 
ia, from whence Signor Processi went on the 6th inst. with 
dispatches for this court, for the Grand Duke and several pri- 
vate persons at Vienna.

FRENCH AND SPANISH FLEETS. 

Wednefday a Lifvon mail arrived at London, brought 
to Falmouth by the King George packet, Captain Yef- 
combe, in feven days. 

This packet brings an account, that immediately pre- 
vious to her failing, a meflenger had arrived at Lifbon, 
with intelligence of the combined French and Spanith 
fleets, to the amount of 42. fail of the line, having got 
inte Cadiz harbour on the roth inft. 

This account ftates nothing refpecting any action, and 
if the number of the enemy faid to have reached Cadiz 
be correét, we mult fuppofe the reports of an action, by 
the way of France, was unfounded ; though we thall be 
curious to learn from what the heavy firing for fo many 
hours, heard on the oth by the officers of the Haerlem, 
and Mr Jackfon, matter of the Ville de Paris, cou!d have 
proceeded. 

As foon as Lord Keith received advices from Earl 
St Vincent, he haftened after the combined {quadrons, 
and, we underftand, he was only 12 miles off when 
they got ifto port. Ic was rumoured this morning that 
the fleets had failed again on the 14th,: but this rumour 
is not believed.’ Lord Keith, it was thought, would 
immediately form the blockade of Cadiz. 

On the 2oth of July his Majefty’s thip Mermaid ar- 
rived in the ‘Tagus.

HAMBURGH MAILS 

The Hamburgh mail due on Sunday arrived in Lon- 
don on Wednefday, as did the one due that day. 

In a foregoing column our readers will find an ex- 
tract from the Vienna Gazette brought by the firft mail. 
Without entering into minute details, the following 
will be found to contain the fubftance of the intelligence 
.teceived : 

The Vienna Court Gazette of the 13th contains an 
account of the further occurrences of the war. Gene- 
ral Macdonald had left Piftoja and Florence, and ad- 
vanced towards the fea-coa{t, with a view to embark: 

The account of the victory obtained over Moreaus 
brought by the two lat mails, which we confidered as 
entitled to little credit, is not confirmed: 

‘The greater part of his tryups are between Ultri, Sa- 
vona, Vado, and Loano—he is gradually filing off to- 
wards Nice. 
him through Novi; but it is thought he will effect his 
retreat to the French frontiers. ‘The important pafs of 
the Bochetta is defended by 10,000 men. 

A fupplement to the Vienna Court Gazette of 17th 
ult. contains an accgynt of the furrender of the {trong fort 
of Urbano, after a heavy bombardment of three hours. 
Seven hundred men, 30 pieces of cannon, and large 
magazines of ammunition and provifion were taken 
there. ‘The garrifon was difmiffed, on its engaging not 
to ferve againft the Allies for fix months. 

The ftrong tower, called Cerefa, before Mantua, 
was taken on the gth ult. by ftorm, together with the 
bridge over the Bajola, and its fluice. The guns of the 
fecond redoubt were difmounted by the heavy cannon 
ade, and feveral batteries were eredting to fecure the 
front of this capital poft. 

Before Aleflandria the third battery with all its guns 
was completed,. and the trenches were almoft ready. 

Turin had furnifhed 2000 waggons, 1500 carts, and 
900 horfes, for the tranfporting of befieging implements. 

Macdonald’s army, 15,000, has direéted its march 
in two columns, one for Lucca and the Genoefe, the 
other for Leghorn. Macdonald himfelf is detained at 
Piltoja by his wounds. 

Two Spanith meffengers, la{t from Paris, had arrived 
at Vienna, and, it was conjectured, with propofitions 
of peace,

A counter-revolution has broken out in Tofcany, in 
confequenee of which the Grand Duke has been invi- 
ted, by a deputation from Florence, to return to his 
dominions.

Regreter for 1792, contains fome interelting matter : 

Two Cabinet Offices being now (June 1792) vacant, 
the Minifter, it was reported, fignified an inclination fora

It was likewife added, that, ferioufly alarmed at the 
fate of the nation and of Europe, and anxious to com- 
bine all the abilities of the country for the general fafe- 
ty, he did not objeé to include Mr Fox in the arrange- 
‘pent, which was underftood to have been particularly 
“yreffed: by Mr Burke, who, fince the concert that had 
“heen eftablifhed between’ Government and the old leaders 
the whig party on the fubject of the proclamation, 
“was known to have had more regent and: free inter- 
“ourfe with the Minilters. In confequence of this over- 
ume; nepociations were reprefented to have taken place, 
finally. to have proved abortive, from the obitacles 
an arrangement which weré ftarted on the part of Mr 
‘Fox, who’ would only confent to the propofed union, 
tw condition that Mr Pitt fhould relinquifh the high fi- 
foation he then held, to be more on a level with him in 
office, while the Duke of Portland, or, at leaft, fome 
neutral perfon, fhould be appointed to the treafury; a 
condition, which was rejcéted on the part of the Mi- 
nifter, 

The friends of Mr Fox, in talking of this unprofper- 
ous iflue, aflerted, that what he had demanded was no 
more than what was indifpenfably neceffary to his con- 
filency, as being the fame terms for which he contend- 
td in the beginning of the year 1784: but the friends 
of Mr Pitt anfwered, that he was as much entitled as 
Mr Fox could be; to confult his owa charaéter ; that 
uimitting him to have been wrong (which they did not 
eally mean to admit) in ftlanding upon the prerogative of 
the Crown, againit the fenfe of the Houfe of Commons, 
ind in refufing to be bound by that. fenfe, as {peaking 
ihe true voice of the people, in 17843 yet he had then, 
by a: diffolution, made a regular appeal to the people, 
ind the deciti6h was moft clearly in his favour ; that he 
lad lately in a ftriking manner fkewn hirofelf to retain 
te public confidence of the King, and of Parliament, 
including even many of the moft refpectable Members of 
Mr Fox’s party ; and as to the people at large, it was 
tked, if Mr l’ox would abide by the refult, of any new 
peal to them ; if mot, what was the jultice or equity 
Grequiring, that Mr Pitt fhould voluntarily forego all 
the advantages. ‘The former, in reply, treating Mr 
it’s pretenfions with great haughitinefs, accufed him of 
inordinate ambition, and the Jatter retorted the charge, 
obferving that what Mr Fox meant by his claim of per- 
fed equality, was, in truth, for the Minifter to have 
iforded him a complete triamph, by confeifing himfelf 
inthe wrong, and by humbling himlelf; to‘have grati-
